MOTORISTS MUST 
LOWER THEIR LIGHTS 


Highway Patrol to Operate 
Police Cruiser Cars 
At Night 


TO ENFORCE TH E LAW 


HAR RISBURG, Dec. 17 — Motorists 
m ust comply with the law re q uiring 
them to switch th e ir head lig hts to the 
lower beam when app ro a c h in g o n c o m ­ 
ing vehicles or ta k e the consequences. 
.Secretary of R eve nu e J o h n B. Kelly 
warned today. 


O rd ers have been issued to t h e H ig h ­ 
way Patrol to operate police cru iser 
cars on the highw ay s at night to pick 
up motori sts who dis regard this safety 
• provision of the Vehicle Code. 


T he strict e n fo rc e m e n t of this pro ­ 
vision of the Motor Vehicle Code will 
be conducted th r o u g h o u t th e State. 
Special details will be placed on main 
travelled highw ay s to be on th e look­ 
out for drivers wTho keep thei r hea d­ 
lights switched on the high be am s r e ­ 
ga rd less of the law and of th e safety 
and com fort of o th e r users of the 
highways. 


P rio r to 1935 th e law required that 
the headlight beams be restricted to 
illum inate th e road only 200 feet ahead 
of the car. This restriction w as origi­ 
nally enacted so th a t th e headlights of 
one c a r would not. glare in the face of 
an onc om ing driver. Wit h the lights 
thus perm a n e n tly depressed 
by law 
th e re was much c o m p lain t from driv­ 
ers th a t they w ere unable to see far 
enough ahe ad for safe night driving 
W it h the widespread adoption of d e­ 
pressible 
twin -bea m 
he adlamps, the 
G eneral Assembly in 
1935 
a m en d e d 
the law* so that t h e u pper or driving 
beam of twin h e a d la m p s could be so 
aimed as to il luminate the road 350 
feet ahe ad of the car. T h e improved 
visibility resulting from the le n g th e n ­ 
ed beam increases the safety of night 
driving but causes a certaiu a m ount of 
glar e if directed at oncoming drivers. 
Hence th e new law 
re q u ires 
the 
drive r to switch his twin-beam head­ 
lamps to th e lower beam when a p ­ 
proa ching within 500 feet of an o n co m ­ 
ing 
vehicle. 
Careful 
o b servance of 
this new law eliminates the tw in evils 
of night driving: insufficient light and 
g la rin g lights. 
T h e lengthe ned d ri v­ 
ing beam provides a d eq u ate light for 
moder n rapid nig h t driving while the 
use of the lower beam for passing re­ 
moves the possibility of glare. 
However, officials state that recently 
th ere has been a widespread dis re gard 
of I his law. This has resulted in the 
present drive for strict enforcement. 
Motorists 
who fail to d ep ress their 
he ad la mp beams upon ap p ro a c h in g a n ­ 
o th e r vehicle will be arrested. Violat­ 
ors a r e liable to a $10 fine or a five-day 
jail sentence.

law* to the original 
200-foot 
beam 
length and their o p era to rs are not r e ­ 
quired to dim th e ir lights whe n a p ­ 
proac hing other cars.
